Bardsley Makos;4Sweeplng Charges.

PHILADELPHIA, July 10.—Tho Bardaley 


Investigating Committee held another ses- 
sion 
to-day, at 
which 
a 
statement 


made by Bardsley to Editor MoWade of the 
Ledger, was for the first time made public. 
It proved to be^a long interview in which 
Bnrdsley again went over the story of the 
Keystone Bauk and stoutly maintained thai 
he put the $330,000 in the bank but did 
not Unow what became of it. 
B-irdsley 


said that Bank Examiner Drew had been 
a heavy borrower from the Keystone, and 
was completely under the thumb of Lucas 
and Marsh. la regard to John Wanamaker, 
Birdslej said Marsh told him Wanamaker 
knowingly held over-issued bank stock and 
demanded $100,000 for it and xipset the 
plans for reorganizing the bank. 
Marsh 


retained Sulzberger and Johnson as coun- 
sel, and they made a demand on Wana- 
maker, which he refused, proposing that 
tho Lucas estate should pay him $50,000, 
Marsh $25,000 and the bank'$25,000. 


The lawyers then notified Wanamaker 


that if the fraudulent shares were not de- 
livered on a specified date they would re- 
sort to legal measures. The shares were 
then turned over withont delay. Bardsley 
asserted that Wanamaker had made a 
threat that he would see Controller Lacey 
and have the bank closed before they ex- 
pected it. Postmaster General Wanamaker 
was called before the committee and said 
he never pledged the over-issued stock 
after he was told it was over-issue, and it 
was out of his hands at the time.

When the carriage con- 
taining the Prince and Princess of Wales 
passed through Ludgnte Circus it was 
driven at a rapid pace and bad passed the 
dangerous spot before tho main body of 
the crowd was aware that the Prince was 
in their midst. As it was, however, in 
spite of the presence of the Princess, the 
Prince was greeted with repeated out- 
bursts of jeering and "booing," which 
were slightly set off by a few faint cheers.

"TRAVELING STONES." 


What Dau DeQatlle S;\y» of Them. 
la an idle moment, some twenty-five 


years ago, this deponent concocted and 
wrote an item entitled "Traveling Stones." 
The stones weie said to have been brought 
from the Phragnagat country (because lit- 
tle was then known of that region, and it 
was not easf of access), where they were 
found in shallow basins in the rock. 
They 


were round, and ranged in size from those 
not bigger than a buckshot tip to such as 
were of tbe size of ten-pin ball?. 
They 


were evidently largely composed of mag- 
netic iron ore, and when spread out on a 
floor or other level surface, would all ran 
and huddle together like a covey of qnial, 
though when one was removed too far 
from its mates it conld not get back. 


The story of the little traveling stones 


seemed to supply a want that had long 
been felt—to exactly fit and 211 a certain 
little vacant nook in the minds of men— 
and they traveled through all the news- 
papers of the world. This I did not much 
mind, nor was I mucn worried by letters of 
inquiry at first, bat it has now been some 
years since I ceased to enjoy them. 
First 


and last I must have had bushels of letters 
asking about these stones. 
Letter after 


letter have I opened from foreign parts in 
the expectation of hearing something to 
my advantage—that half a million had 
been left me somewhere or that aomebody 
was anxious to pay me four bits a column 
for sketches about the mountains and the 
mines—and have only found some other 
man wanting to know about these traveling 
stones. 


So it has gone on all these twenty-five 


years. 
The last is from Tiffin, Obio, 


dated November 3d, and received yester- 
day. His name is Hainen, and he wants to 
know all about these stones; could he ob- 
tain several, and how? Not long since 1 
bad a letter from a man in one of the New 
England States vrho informed me that 
there was bi.{ money in the traveling 
stones. I was to rend him a carload, when 
he wonUl 
xhibit and sell them, dividing 


the spoilti. 
I have etood this thing for 


about a quaiter of a century and it is be- 
coming a little monotonous. I am growing 
old and want peace. 
I desire to throw up 


the sponge and acknowledge the corn; 
therefore, I solemnly affirm that I never 
saw or heard of any such diabolical cob- 
bles as the traveling stones of Pahranagat, 
though I still think there ought to be 
something of the kind somewhere in tbe 
world. 
It this candid confession shall 


carry a pang to the heart of any true be- 
liever I shall be glad of it, as the true be- 
lievers have panged it to me right and left 
quite long enough.

How it is Exhibited in tlit> Sutro Tunnel. 


The cara in the Sutro tunnel are drawn 


by small, stoat mules. From the mouth 
to the inmost point of operations, in the 
Comstock lode, is over four miles and a 
half. At different places in the tunnel the 
air is very good, but there are long stretches 
where the heat is intense and the air im- 
pure. The Enterprise sajs when the mules 
get to a good place thoy get down to a slow 
walk, and they will kick—not metaphor- 
ically—if the driver tries to get a "motion" 
on them. When they come across long 
stretches of heat they travel along at a 
good speed. Ia different places the air is 
supplied by big pipes. Here they will 
stop, and poke their nose in the end of the 
pipe, and cannot be made to move until 
they get a good "fill" of air, and they will 
fight viciously for the end of the pipe, too. 


In many places in the tunnel the cross- 


caps come down rather low. With horses 
the moment their ears touch anything, up 
goes their heads, but it is different with 
the mules; they guide themselves through 
the dark tunnel by the tips of their ears, 
and in comparatively very few trips they 
know every bad place in the tunnel, how 
to advantage themselves of the good places. 
Horses are utterly worthless for the work 
done by the mules.
